The war production board Issued euch a 
fiummary the other day. In akolcton lorm — a 
factual document, aa Bovemment publicity 
properly should be, and unadorned with 
adjectives. 

Playing around with tho statistics contain- 
ed In Release WPB 1B2B. vie have come up 
with some facts that seem worth passing on. 

By government order, production tor civil-, 
ian use has been stopped In domestic oil 
burners, mechanical refrigerators, washing 
machines and Ironers, electrical appliances, 
electric ranges and fans, fishing tackle, golf 
clubs, metal household 'umlture and signs, 
musical Instruments, radios, outboard motors, 
many toys and games, vacuum cleaners, vend- 
ing and amusement machines. 

There has been sharp curtailment In, tho 
manufacture of baby carriages, bedding and 
mattresses, bicycles, caskets and burial vaults, 
church goods, cutlery, domestic cooking and 
stoves, coal stokers, hot water heaters and 
tanks, Ico boxes, fountain pens and mechani- 
cal pencils, hair and bobby pins. Incandes- 
cent and fluorescent light bulbs. Jewelry, 
kitchen and household utensils, portable elec- 
tric lamps and shades, razors and blades, and 
sowing machines. 

Quite an Imposing list, isn't It. And what 
have we gained? 

Enough rubber for fl,005 flying fortresses 
plus 18,011 medium tanks. 
! Enough aluminum for 2,434 flying fort- 
xesscs. 

Enough copper for 260 destroyers, to chase 
axis submarines. 

Enough steel for 100 Liberty ships plus 
33,333 flying fortresses plus 12,830 medium 
■ tanks plus 4.203 dcatroycra. 

Enough lead for 12.544 medium tanks plus 
36,000 armored trucks. 

Enough brass for 1,377,760,000 rifle or ma- 
chine gun cartridges. 

Enough tin for SOB destroyers. 

Enough 2lnc for 11.037 10-ton pontoon 
bridges plus 72,330 medium tanks plus 63,- 
6S7 armored cars plus 21,050 large signal 
corps radios. 

Enough Iron for 13,221 two-and-a-half-ton 
army cargo-mover trucks. 

Enough nickel for 2.100 medium tanks plus 
4.600 armored cars. 

Enough chromium for 1,047 medium tanks 
plus 370 armored cars.

Have you a child who la going 
to nchool for the first time thU 
September? Oct him ready now, 
iJon't woJt tmtU opening day to 
ready him pliyslcolly and mentally. 

llaa he been vaccinated against 
small pox. tested and Immunlied 
nfniliut diphtheria and whooping 
cough? Are his teeth clean and 
whole? Ills tonsils healthy. hU 
ndm luid throat free of obstruc- 
tion? Is he up to weight tor his 
age and condition? Vision and 
hearing perfect? 

Every one of these points Is 
e^i-icntlnl to the happiness and 
progress of a child In school, A 
healthy child starts off right the 
first day; but the ailing one floun- 
ders, loses his standing and his 
:ourage. and that meoiu trouble for 
years afterword. i 
. Gel tlie beginner in .as good 
physlcnl condition as pooslble be- 
[qto openlnit time. Don't wait one 
more day because every hour of 
health means that much gained. 
Many Are Timid 

Prepare him mentally. Many 
dilldren are timid about school 
It Li a new world to tliem and 
tliey may have heard stories about 
It that worrj- them. Some foolish 
people frighten children ,by threat- 
ening them with the teacher who 
win moke them nilnd at the end 
of a big stick. Some big brothers 
and Hlsten like to tell tales to awe 
the younger ones, making them- 
netvc.i out to be heroes tn the 
telling. Ono never knows what 
cflects such tales have on children. 
They have lieen known to 
deal ot trouble. 

Hie alert teacher makes ar- 
ranRcments for Uic coming new 
puplL-i to have a preview of their 
school life. They set nslda a day or 
so at Uie end of Uic term In which 
to welcome mothers bringing new 
pupils. There Is entertainment 
the older ones, a chance to look 
about, the yards: find the way to 
tho toilets and drinking toimtolna: 
moke friends with tha teacher and 
tho nchool generally. That takes 
Uie edge off the first day. 

When refristraUon day comes 
around In the Pall tho teacher who la 
to have the child, ought to register 
lilm. If possible In the room where 
ho Is to be. That makes a new 
pupil's entrance much eaalar on 
the dreaded first day. It no longer 
Is the first day. and the teac'.ier 
Is no longer a stronger, and the 
other children ore not all strongcra. 

This in the time, right now. -to 
collect tho birth cerUtlcates, tha 
physician's certlflcatea, all neces- 
sary papers. In one envelope, ready 
for use on the day of registration. 
It Is a great disappointment to a 
child — a setback from which he 
slowly revocera — to be sent home 
to be vaccinated, to hunt up 
birth cartlflcate. or a transfer card. 

When the child's mother faands 
over his papers, whan the teacher 
smiles and says. Tina, that la Just 
what wo need; thank you," evaiy- 
body la happy, and tha child is 
proud of hla niother'a ablUty to 
meat the altuatlon. Off to a good 
start, school appears to ba a good 
place to be for tha ntxt faw yatra.

As things now stand the coming 
week wUl see untold millions ol In- 
dian naUonallsts committed to an 
effort to exact independence from 
Britain through one of thoao ter- 
ribly explosive civil disobedience 
compolgns which heretofore have 
resulted In bloodshed and In the 
prcnent Ins tan co may easily develop 
Into one of the major crises of- the 
World war. 

Pandit Nehru, who next to Mo- 
handas Gandhi Is the moet power- 
ful natlonollst leader In India,' de- 
clared today that the projected 
movement would be ratified by the 
All-India congrvs which meets In 
Calcutta Friday, and that the cam- 
paJgn probably would start In a 
fortnight. Tlie pandit says It will ba 
"ahort. swift and effecUvc," and he 
figures that the fate ot the country 
will be decided in about three 
months. 

Thus Prlday Is a day to which 
not only India but the enUre world 
must look forward with deep con-, 
eem.. The Anglo-Indian imbroglio 
represents one of the great dangers 
faced by tho United NatIon.i, since 
this vast empire Li a strategical 
base which la vital to the allied 

The beginning ot Uils Vnon- 
vlolenl" revolution wlll.be a gift 
from the godi to the Japanese, who 
may be expected to take quick ad- 
vantage of the situation to stage an 
Invasion If things look favorable. 
Indeed, Mahatma Oandhl has warn- 
ed tha British that unless they grant 



Independence, a Jap Invasion wllfl^ 
be welcomed by discontented ele- 
ments. That probably la »n accuxala 
esUraate. 

An Important and Intensely tnter- 
estlng development In connection 
wlUi this tight which Involves tha 
fate ot nearly 400,000,000 people Is 
Oandhl 's appeal to the Indian 
princes to shore their powers with 
their peopla and not remain Ued to 
the "Imperial chorlot wheel." He 
warns the rajatis that If British Im- 
perial rulo Is wrecked In India, they 
win disappear- unless they mean- 
time have Joined the rest of tha 
country. 

This bears the earmarks of being 
a shrewd effort on the part ot tha 
little mahatma to Institute a war of 
nerves among these polenta tea who 
repi-esent about the lost of the 
world's tolry-tftle autocrots of fab- 
ulous wealUi. Still, he Is right In 
saying that it. the princes cling to 
Britain, and Imperial rule falls, Ihty 
will go down with It, 

What Oandhl might hava added 
was that, whether Imperial rule falls 
or not. the princes are In the un- 
happy poslUon ot being t}etween the 
deep blue sea and a mountain of 
grief. Not only are Uia naUonallst|p> 
making things uncomfortabla 
them but India's viceroy. Lord Lin- 
lithgow, has several times warned 
tha princes to put their political 
houses In order- Tha last Ume was 
recently when ha togid them to 
leave nothing undone which would 
help achieve their survlvaL TDat 
was blunt enough.

Tlio claJng Li con- 
nected with tlin clearing up of Uie 
old soulliem Pacific line. Tlie build- 
ing will be abandoned and later may 
bo wrecked or taken over by another 
railroad company. 

When Corlnne becamn the Jump- 
ing off place on tlie raJlrond Xor nil 
points north In Idalio and Montana 
and Wyoming, and parts of Oregon, 
she polnLs out, an enormous amount 
* freight moved through this depot 
d was loaded Into huge frelBhtlng 
wagons lo be haulrd to ILi desUna- 
tlon. Some of Iho freight wa.i ntored 
In great warehouses at Corlnne for 
later ttnraportatlon. Passengers 
lefl Uie railroad hero to lake the- 
nges ruVining northward. 

Boom Town 
Corlnne was the la,il town to be 
built along the railroad and nearest 
to tho scene of the driving of tho 
golden spike. Historians give Uie 
impiilatlon of Uio town at ltd peak 
anywhere from fifteen hundred 
4,000. Built as boom town Corlnne 
1 a brilliant future planned for 
her by her ambitious foundent, but 
Ihelr hope.i falle<l to mnterlallro and 
whqn the freighting bailnew moved 
away as tho rnlLs were built Into the 
country norUiward. Uio main popu- 
lation o[ Corlnne moved lo greener 
pastures — to Ogdcn and SoJt Lake 
City and oUier parla. 

Tlio lone Hives ot ticlgUt waaoti* 
Ioade<I with food and supplies' for 
mining towns In Montana continued 
to roll for some Ume, however. 
Among tho early rcildenUi of Cor- 
lnne was Genera! Patrick E, Connor, 
10 waa Uio moving spirit Uiat led 
tho building ot a smelter on the 
bank ot the Bear river In 1070 — 
probably the first smelter for the 
flepoTation ot gcl:l and sliver ores 
In the slate.
